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China: Coexistence or Containment? 

The International Teach-in Conference, ITI, which ended 
in Toronto a few days ago was summed up, by a professor 
from Chicago, as "an oasis of free discussion in the new 
world/' 

At the conference which drew an attendance of from 3500 
to 5000 at the four sessions, with an estimated radio au- 
dience of 2 million spreading from the west coast to the 
east, one thing was evident: that there is a great interest 
in China, and an increasing concern about Canada-China 
relations* Furthemiore, there was a concensus of opinion 
that greater communication and understanding are necessary 
between China and the world community as a whole. 

A British Labour MP, John Mendel son, stated in Toronto 
that China's present policies can be accounted for by those 
world powers who sought to contain and encircle China in 
its early stages of revolution* 

The audience strongly felt that Canada should recognize 
the People's Republic of China, and that a solution must be 
found to the problems in Vietnon* Most of the people at the 
conference were convinced that the polides adopted by Wash- 
ington create a stumbling block to the settlement or peace 
in Asia as a whole* 

The only two stcrding ovations at the Teach-in went to a 
Canadian diplomat, Chester Ronning, and to John Mendelson. 
Ronning urged that Canada take a position that is indepen- 
dent from that of the U.S*, by extending trade relations to 
diplomatic and political ones* 



The conference, which at- 
tracted personalities the 
world over featured, amongst 
other speakers, Leo Mates, 
the director of the Institute of 
Internationiil Politics and 
Economy in Belgrade. Yugo- 
slavia. 

*'Not as Charity, but in the 
interests of achieving stability 
in the world," said Leo, should 
be the objectives for improv- 
ing communications between 
China and the world commu- 
nity. 

Even though relations exist 
between Yugoslavia and China, 
the situation, remarked Leo, 
is such that these relations 
are unworkable. 

Continuing, Leo expressed 
that the innate dislike of Chi- 
nese Communism by the U,S. 
has obscured more important 
issues, such as China insist- 
ing on her rights as a nation. 
The major obstacle, he said. 



towards improved Sino-Ame- 
rican relations is the contain- 
ment of China by America, a 
state of things that is outdated 
and can no longer exist. 

"How*t:ould you establish 
tolerable relations with a 
country while persuing a pol- 
icy of containment toward that 
country?" 

Leo Mates further felt that 
the gulf between China and the 
U.S., and also the ideological 
differences between the two 
countries, do not rule out an 
improvement in their rela- 
tions. After all the relations 
between Russia and the U.S. 
have improved these past few 
years despite the fact that the 
countries have Ideological dif- 
ferences. 

Leo concluded by saying that 
a settlement of the Vietnam 
war would put the U.S. and Chi- 
na on a more peaceful footing, 
and thus create a more fruit- 



ful surrounding for the world. 

The leader of the Indian 
Communist party, Hirandra- 
nath Mukerje's first comment 
at the Teach-in was that he 
wants to forget about the Sino- 
Indian war of October 1962. 
But he says he can't for- 
give", for India's heart has 
always been in the right place, 
but not China's. 

One of the two factors that 
Mukerje recognized as being 
responsible for India's ad- 
miration for China was the 
impact the Chinese revolution 
in 1949. (which ushered in the 
new order) had in India. The 
second factor was the Bandung 
Conference which he, Muker- 
je, claimed ''wiped out Asian 
humiliation ... of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki, germ warfare 

1 lie so-called Bandung line 
which came into' full force in 
1955 has been used by China 
to undermine the American ef- 
forts to contain and frustrate 
China, said Professor David 
Mozingo, the Rand Corpora- 
tion expert on South East Asia. 
Mozingo further stated that the 
Chinese leaders adopted, in 
1954 , a policy of joining in with 
Asian nationalism on a very 
anti-imperialist basis. How- 
ever , the apparent failure of 
the Bandung formula was due 
to the fact that larger non- 
communist powers - India and 



Japan - had no intension of 
going the Chinese way. 

Mr. Mukerje carped Pro- 
fessor Mozingo' s view as 
being biased in failing to see 
that the gulf created between 
China and India, and also be- 
tween China and the Soviet 
Union, is a "sort of a plot 
between the U.S. and Russia" 
to maintain the state of con- 
ditions in Asia. 

Concluding, Mr. Mukerje 
said: 

"The U.S. in the evening of 
all that is progressive** in the 
world today. Its diabolical ma- 
chines fight with an intensity 
which not even Hitler could 
have mustered." 

India will follow the great 
example of "one-quarter of 
mankind", and even though 
China and India have their 
differences, both countries 
"must reforge their bond of 
unity." 

Leo Mates persued a mid- 
dle-of-the-road course, not 
condemning American poli- 
cies as such, but stressing 
the urgency of a solution to 
the existing problems. These 
are the facts, facts we have

to face and deal with, he seem- 
ed to say, and it is needless to 
say that Leo Mates speech had 
a far-reaching impact on the 
audience. On the other hand, 
Mukerje' s view condemned 
U.S. policy^ Was he trying to 
impress on the audience that 
U.S. interference in Asia is 
causing a great deal of trou- 
ble? Nevertheless, he was an 
agressive speaker, drawing 
large applause from the aud- 
ience, but ended up saying no- 
thing about how to ease the in- 
creasing tension. 

On the whole the iTi '66 
proved a success compared to 
last years iTi on Vietnam. 
This year the atmosphere was 
calm; no riots were incited. 
A University of Toronto stu- 
dent was quoted: "China is a 
quiet topic to begin with. It 
hasn't the blood and guts sen- 
sationalism that marked last 
year's Teach-In." Ed. Note. 




Provincial Student Aid and UGEQ 



(Le Quartier Latin — U de M) 

The first payment of the Que- 
bec Provincial Student .4id 
Loans and Bursaries have been 
with eld to the fifteenth of 
December. 

Under UGEQ, (Union Gen^- 
rale des Edudiants du Quebec) 
pressure, a working commit- 
tee has been set up by the gov- 
ernment in an effort to create 
a new system of Student Aid. 
They are presently elaborat- 
ing on the final operative prin- 
ciples. A student, Paul Bour- 
beau, representing UGEQ, is 
sitting on the committee. 

The government civil ser- 
vants are, however, restrain- 
ed in that they do not have a 
carte blanche" since the new 
system has not yet been pass- 
ed in legislation. 

Three conditions have been 
imposed by the government on 
the demands of UGEQ: 

a) The student should not 



boycott the government be- 
cause of the retarded pay- 
ments of bursaries and loans. 

b) The banks will have to 
collaborate by lending money 
at a reasonable rate. (5-1/2% 
to the government when the 
student is studying and 5-3/4% 
to the student when he has ter- 
minated his schooling). 

c) The final new scheme 
must first be approved by le- 
gislation. 

However UGEQ, in keeping 
with its aggressive student 
image also set down a condi- 
tion. UGEQ considers that the 
government should and has to 
lower the cost of study to the 
student by the next year. This 
fee reduction should be geared 
in such a way as to finally ar- 
rive at free education. In reply 
another committee was imme- 
diately formed to study the 
possibilities, problems, and 
consequences of an initial fee 
cut-back for 1967. They will 



submit a report November 15 
which will also consider the 
abolishment of loans and free 
education. 

The forthcoming reports of 
these two committees and the 
pending legislative considera- 
tions are responsible for the 
retardation of the payments. 

Comment 

Whatever the contro- 
versy surrounding UGEQ, 
French nationalisni, and 
socialism and free educa- 
tion, this student union has 
made positive gains for its 
members. Granted govern- 
ment committees and pro- 
mises may not be worth the 
effort, but. UGEQ is show- 
ing itself functional, inter- 
ested, and above all the 
Quebec Government con- 
siders it as representative

*'No Canadian College Paper Worth Reading" 

There is not a Canadian college paper worth reading. 
In Wolfville this past weekend 43 Maritime student reporters and 
editors got the word, 

Toronto Globe and Mail columnist Richard Needham and Charles 

Lynch, thv chief of Southom News Services, did not pull any 
punches. 

During the three days of meetings and boozing, delegates to the 
University Press listened as two of Canada's top journalists told 
them they are churning out Second-rate products, 

Seedham called for more * 'irresponsibility" by the college press. 
He said that college papers have a unique opportunity to break 
the ''grey" pattern that characterizes Canadian society. The 
commercial press in this country, he said, is a case of "the bland 
I eadin g the bland," 

Lynch seconded Needhan' s pleas for ferment and originality, 
"People are unshockable in this country," he said, '7 think you 
could put anything in the Halifax Herald," 

During a panel discussion on "The Role of the Student Newspa- 
per in the University Community" Needham and Lynch stressed 
their interest in the impact of the university press outside the cam- 
pus. They stated that college newspapers have power, which is 
given to them by the readers. However, they maintained that not 
one university paper tells what really goes on on the campuses of 
Canada Both conceded that university publications have difficult 
ty compiling information because faculty affairs are kept private. 
They suggested that two newspapers, an official campus and a 
free newspaper not answerable to university authorities, would 
solve these problems, 

^hen comments were invited from the floor, delegates were most 
concerned with pressing problems of student apathy and the con- 
flict between academic studies and extracurricular activities. 
The experts cried for ideas, and the students worried about the 
cultural environment for promoting them. 



These two gentlemen undoubtedly speak with outhority 
and a liberal dash of veracity, but — there are mitigating 
ci rcumstances! 

Consider carefully this newspaper and this campus; should 
the Foilt-Ye Times print caustic articles concerning Ad- 
ministrative bloomers, or consistently hammer some depart- 
ment or activity, sooner or later the Editorial Board will be 
hauled over the coals, perhaps rightly so, but the cry for 
more irresponsibility is impracticable on a campus this size. 

Compounding the issue is the fact that there are few people 
on this campus who are prepared to be irresponsible on pa- 
per, and by and large the Editorial Boards at Mac are con - 
servative and would rather not incur the wrath of the Univer- 
sity or the sanctions of the Student Council 

This situation will change only when the campus expands, 
and when there is an Arts facufty established here; presuma- 
bly at this time there will be more talent capable of wiefding 
vitriolic pens, and the student newspaper will be relatively 
unconcerned about recriminations by brg brass* 

The extraordinary point here is the fact that various Edi- 
tors have had their wrists slqsped on previous occasions and 
this partially accounts for the fact that at Mac we do have a 
situation of "the bland leading thebland/' 

The Board this year will try to find a method whereby the 
stimulus is applied with increasing intensity in an effort to 
cause a halt and change in direction, rather than a megaton 
jolt of several threshold values which would probably cause 
an irrational attack response occasioning severely chostis- 
wrists in one or two cases.

I am referring to his rather 
inaccurate, unfair and mis- 
leading narration of a tele- 
phone conversation between 
myself, as president of the 
Dance Committee and Mr. Mel 
McCormick, manager of M.G, 
and the Escorts. 

For the information of 
everyone, Mr. Swaine is ob- 
viously quite unaware of the 
reason for my telephone call 
in the first place. Perhaps Mr. 
McCormick forgot to mention 
this. I was telephoned by a 
representative of the Tea- 
chP^rs sponsoring The Harvest 
Moon dance, and asked to en- 
gage the services of a dance 
orchestra. This I was attempt- 
ing to do when I called the 
Leonard Alexander Booking 
Agency. I was given Mr. Mc- 
Cormick, since Mr. Alexan- 
der was not available at the 
time. After giving me a con- 
tact for a dance band, I In- 
quired about '*go-go bands*' 
since I had received a letter 
from Mr. Leonard Alexander 
offering the services of a num- 
ber of such bands. We dis- 
cussed style of music, rate 
and the comparative abilities 
of several bands which are 
represented by the above- 
mentioned agency. In the 
course of our conversation 
which was quite friendly, but 
business-like, the name of 
M.G. and the Escorts was 
mentioned by Mr. McCormick, 
in an obvious attempt to pro- 
mote his group. At this point I 
realized who the Mel was that 
I was speaking to because 1 
had contacted him before in the 
past year about engaging his 
group, but they were busy on 

that occasion. He then asked 
me what 1, and stressed 



thought ot his group, 1 replied 
that I had heard them once, at 
the college, on the occasion of 
an Agr. & H.Ec. 68 class party. 
I then told him that I thought 
they were a bit too "cocky" 
about their ability. Personal- 
ly I felt that they lacked var- 
iety, although they seemed 
well organized. I mentioned 
attempting to discuss the 
group's availability for future 
functions with one member of 
the group, but did not get any 
cooperation. 

Perhaps Mr. Swaine is un- 
aware of our financial position 
when he mentions expen- 
sive," but may I enlighten him 
and the rest of the Student Body 
as to this. It has been our pol- 
icy to provide the best in en- 
tertainment within the limits 
of our budget, at the cheapest 
possible cost to the student. 
Actually, last year we topped 
all expectations. Our standard 
was far above that expected 
because of the limitations of 
our budget. We were able to 
have such top groups as the 
Sceptres, normally much 
more expensive, for $175, 
when we were only supposed to 
pay a group $100 maximum if 
we had followed the budget ri- 
gorously. 

We achieved thi"'. degree of 
success through hard work by 
our committee and encourag- 
ing support from the Student 
body. 

However may I offer some 
food for thought. At 500 per 
person, we gross about $175 
to $200, with an average at- 
tendance of 400 at our band 
dances. Can we therefore af- 
ford to pay a group $250 for 
three thirty minute sets, the 
rate stated by Mr. McCor- 
mick. The answer is obvious, 
and in addition our dances are 
usually of four hours duration. 
Will the students be satisfied 
with 90 minutes of entertain- 
ment from the band in four 
hours? You may suggest in- 



creasing our cover charge, 
but from experience I know 
this will meet with disappro- 
val and consequent lack of at- 
tendance at our dances. 

1 hope I have made myself 
clear. I was not attempting to 
comment on the band's repu- 
tation at the college, this ques- 
tion was never asked. I would 
also like to comment on the 
band's reputation at the col- 
lege, this question was never 
asked. I would also like to in- 
form Mr. Swaine that any 
trouble I may have in engag- 
ing entertainment is centred 
around finance. In this regard 
I have been quite successful 
in bargaining with potential 
employees. Our performance 
from Sept. 65 to date is proof 
of this. The financial records 
are also available for the 
benefit of any concerned part- 
ies.

Suicide Rate Rising 
Among American Students 



They are rising, student 
suicides, that is, the third 
ranking killer in the 15 - 19 
age group. 

754 students, under varying 
emotional pressures, com- 
mitted suicide in 1964, ac- 
cording to reports in the Octo- 
ber edition of the Moderator, 
a high-ranking American stu- 
dents' magazine. The maga- 
zine also predicts an increase 
this year. 

A survey by the Moderator 
reveals that only 10% of an es- 
timated 9,000 students who 
threaten suicide actually do 



so. The editor of the maga- 
zine. Phillip Warden, has a 
conviction that 10 out of every 
100 U.S. college student have 
serious emotional problems 
that warrant professional 
help. Only half of these stu- 
dents receive help because 
the college mental health pro- 
grams are not extensive 
enough. 

Researchers at Cornell 
University found that a defi- 
nite trend toward suicide is 
more marked among under- 
graduates than graduates, and 
also among the better stu- 
dents.

Mr. Wells was 
born and educated in Montreal and at present is manager 
of the Food and Pharmaceutical Industries sales for Heff- 
mann - La Roche Limited. He is also an active member of the 
Agricultural Institute of Canada, the Canadian Feed Manufac- 
turers' Association; the National Dairy Council, and the Pro- 
duction of the Canadian Pharmaceutical Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation. In addition Mr. Wells is chairman of the Canadian 
Institute of Food Technology and Vice-Chairman of its Free- 
dom from Hunger Campaign, Mysore project. 
Mr. Wells spoke as a mem

ber of the Canada -Mysore 
Project. The Mysore project 
was originally chosen from 
several suggested at a U.N. 
conference about four years 
ago when it was decided that 
the countries with greater re- 
sources would help their poor- 
er neighbours. The chief pro- 
blem encountered by the 
F.A.O. is the distribution of 
sufficient food to provide all 
of the people of the world with 
an adequate diet. Canadians 
can help solve this problem by 
one of two methods or a com- 
bination of the two: a) inform- 
ing farmers of new methods 
and supplying the means of 
carrying them out, and b) 
providing training in food 
transport, processing, and 
food preservation. The five 
year old Freedom from Hun- 
ger Campaign seeks to re- 
medy the situation through 
research, information, edu- 
cation, and action. 

The Canada -Mysore pro- 
ject is aimed at the esta- 
blishment of a training cen- 
ter offering courses in food 
management and training 
workers in food preserva- 
tion, development and dis- 
tribution. The p!rogram has 
been implemented by volun- 
teers over a period of four 
years. The institute has only 
recently taken in students but 
so far twelve persons have 
graduated. These people have 
chiefly been trained in me- 
thods of food preservation 
since natural spoilage wastes 
vast quantities of food. In- 
deed, enough grain is wasted 
yearly to feed three-quarters 
of the population of India. 

The technologists needed to 
wage this war against spoil- 
age can most readily be ob- 
tained by training them at in- 
stitutes such as Mysore where 
they are close to the problem

and the people they will serve. 
Here research has been car- 
ried on in order to salvage edi- 
ble material from the by-pro- 
ducts of present food process- 
ing. So far vegetable curd and 
milk powders have been deve- 
loped from plant resources 
and edible waxes can be used 
to coat fruits and vegetables 
in an attempt at food preser- 
vation. All new foods produc- 
ed have been most successful 
when they have been made to 
resemble known foods such 
as rice. 

The people trained by the 
Canada -Mysore project will 
put their new -found knowledge 
to work in factories that will 
be financed by government aid 
or contributions from private 
citizens. At present the pro- 
ject is supported by Ca- 
nadians who wish to help in 
the Freedom from Hunger 
Campaign. As a people to peo- 
ple effort, the project has suc- 
ceeded admirably but it is now 
about to enter a second stage 
of development. More money 
will be required to build the 
needed factories. Maybe the 
Canada -Mysore project de- 
serves your support. Unfor- 
tunately only twenty- six mem- 
bers of the Home Economics 
Society saw fit to lend their 
support to the meeting. Sure- 
ly, if Mr. Wells is prepared 
to give of his time and effort 
to speak to us about this wor- 
thy project more of the Home 
Ecs could have attended. I'm 
sure it would be well worth the 
time spent listening to such 
speakers.

Macdonald Clansmen easily continued on their winning 
ways as they once again soundly whipped the hapless cadets 
from St. Jean's, by duplicating their shutout of a week pre- 
vious over the same team. The clansmen started slowly 
but like a huge machine soon picked up momentum and once 
started was very hard to slow it down. To get this machine 
moving Winston Ingalls and Al Manson had to get untracked 
and when this happened the pigskin began moving towards 
the opposition goal. Ingalls and Manson carried the ball 
for first down gains and when Pratt took to the air "Moun- 
tain" Morgan pulled down a pass, good for first down yardage. 
Winston Ingalls on a pitch out carried to the 2 yard line 
before he was finally pulled down. Once again the ball was 
given to Ingalls and the result being that Mac was ahead by 
6 points. The convert attempt failed due to a high snap 
from center but Ingalls picked up the loose ball and ran into 
the end zone for the extra point. 

CMR had problems all afternoon trying to move the ball 
as Mac's defence proved more than stalwart in breaking 
up running and passing plays.
